The 
murder’ appeared to have arisen out of a 
quarrel between them on Nov. 26th. The 
principal—witness in the cuse was a stone 
carrier, and he would tell the jury that 
he was in the habit of visiting the house. 
On Nov. 25th, the night beforo the affair 
took place, this witness went to the house, 
and while therea dispute arose between 
thoprisonor and deceasud asto a sum of SL. 
The deceased mun alloged that the accused 
had ytolon this money from him. Sub- 
sequently thore was a fight between the 
men outside. The following merning the 
samo witness paid another visit to tho 
house and found deceased sitting on a bed, 
Shortly afterwards prisoner camo in aud 
the quarrel waa resumed on the same 
subject as the night before. After the 
dispute had been going on for some time 

* prisoner’ produced a knife, the deceased 
man inimediately ran out of the house, and 
risoner ran after him with the knife. 
Fhe witness followed aud saw the prisoner 
catch the deceased man ufter a run of some 
20 yardscatch hold of him by his queue, and 
ata him. Therouponthe decased appeared 
to havo held on to tho prisoner by bis 
queue and called out ‘Save life.” The 
witness then van up, seized tha prisoner, 
auatched the knife from him, and called 
for assistance, Shortly aftorwards another 
man came up witha rope, aud he and the 
‘witness bound the prisoner up. The story

In doing so, be said--With referenco, 
Sir, to this order it will ba in the recullve- 
tion of the comuittes that ab-th b muct- 
ing two of the clauses stood adjourned for 
consideration, the first o: which ix the 
clause relating to stocks. It. was pointed 
out.ab that.time, Sir, by the hon. and 
lenrnud member opposite having regard to 
the phraseology pruposed tue adopted in 
the new clausy, that there were certain o1- 
dinances declared by virtue of this Ordin- 
mica to be misdemeanours. have had 
opportunity, with your — Excellency’s 
aanctim, to confer with the hon. and 
learned gentleman upon those points and 
have arrived st the conclusion, to meet
